him: jthe Preacher by himſclfe in the forc-front of 
this booke , and Jeaid/ah by Nathan the Prophet, 
by whoſe hand the Lord ſent ſo to name him. 
Three names agrecable to three bookes hee 
wrote, Salomon to that of the Proucrbs,the Prea- 
cher to Eccleſiaſtes, 1edidiab ro his Canticles:the 
Prouerbs containing morrall !nſtrutions , the 
Preacher many naturall ſecrers,his Camicles the ſu- 
pernaturall myfteric ot chat marriage berwixt 
Chriſt and his Church. In the Frowerbs as a Father 
he reacheth tender children the offices of life : in 
Eccleſiaſtes the young man that for all things hee 
muſt be brought to tudgement : in the Caxticles, 
him that is growne to ſome perfeRion how to 
be ioyned with diuineembracings to God , and 
to be kiſſed with the kiſſes of his mouth. In the

Proxerbs , hee teacheth how to liuc in the world : 
In Eccleſiaſtes , how to deſpiſe the world : In the 
Canticles, how to loue God abouc the world, As | 
Salomon, he wrote his Prouerbs , a King of peace 
giuing lawes, which being kept by vs, ſhall work 
interoall , external], etcrnall peace forvs, peace 
with our ſelucs, neighbours, God. As a Preacher 


as 
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he wrote his Eccleſiaſtes: for no doctrine more 
fie for the Pulpir , and to be preached to the 
whole world,then mans mortality the chiefe ſub- 
ie ofthe booke. As Gods favorite, hee wrote 
the Canticles, containing the mutuall loue of 
Chriſt and his Church. X/nzg David was Gods 
beloued , and hence comes his name, his ſonne 
Salomon was fo, a wiſe ſonne of a wiſe father, a 
Prophet from a Prophet: for howſocuer the ſpirit 
of 4: nvogy goeth not cuer by inheritance and 
ſucceſſion ; yet Dazid by prayer obtained this 
bleſſing, to haue a ſonne like himſelfe, a fonne by 
generation, anda ſonne by {imilitude. King Ds 
wid delighted to teach tranſgreſſours the wayes 
of God,that ſinners might be conuerted: ſo King 
Salomon wrote to make men know wiſdome and 
inſtruction, and to perceiue the words of vnder- 
ſtanding, how men ſhould liue according to the 
truth of knowledge: dire@rheir intentions, and 
gouerne theiraCQtions: For God ſhall bring cucry 
worke into indgement, with euery ſecret thing, 
whether it be good or whether it be cuill. Tha/es 
therfore,anſwered well , when demanded what 
was the wiſeſt amongſt creatures: Time (laid he) 


for it findeth our all things. O then thatwe were 
wiſe, that we vaderftood this. that we would con- | 
lider our Jatter end. Things paſt muſt be conſide- | 
red, the good omitred, not proniding for a time 
to come , negleQing the day of grace , defifting 
trom doing good : the cuill commirted againſt

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| the words is , the Reuslution of time, or watch 
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faſhion our ſelues to a godly life. Repentenee hath 
no ſuch cncmic , as to chinke that any time will 
ſerueto t, Hardly can aman think of athor: 
life here and thinke cuill, or of a long life and 
thinke well. The 42 of liuing well is very long, 
[bur life ir ſelfe ſhort, and God would haue the 
time of death vnknowne vnto vs , becauſe wee 
fhould be ready for him atall times , having no 
more certainty of one hourethen another , yer

the Byſbop ſaid, he ſhould hauc liued to be ſo o1d 
as hee appeared then , had he not beene diſobe- 
dient. Thus «he Lord threatneth the family of 
Elz, all the increaſe of thine houlc ſhall dye in the 
flower of their age. He dyeth betore his time who 
dyeth enwillingly , not prepared, not rype in 
yeares , though rype in finne ; which haſteneth 
death and deſtruction as God threatned to the 
Amorrhites when their iniquity ſhould be full. 
Happy is he who can triumphe with that flagge of 
defiance againſt all enemies as St. Pas/. Hercin 
doe I excerciſe my ſelfe to haue alwayes a con- 
ſcience voyd of offence toward God and taward 
men.
